place as you would find, and wore the 
tops of mountains a sticking out of the 
water, covered with seaweed and kelp 
that made a bed for thousands of sea 
lions. 
Some of the rocks were two or 
three hundred feet In height, 
and so 
steep that nothing but birds over got 
up to them; but the rest were about at 
high water mark, 
and one or two 
about ten foot above. 
In 
sailin: 
around after we reached ’em we see 
this, and made up our minds to get 
ashore here and haul tho boat up in a 
cove to Ie’ward- 
It wasn’t no easy 
job, and the birds an’ sea lions seemed 
down on us from the first. 
The birds 
dashed at us; swoopin’ down, so you’d 
a’thought they would strike, 
then 
rising with a kind o’ shriek, so mourn­ 
ful like that Jack says: 
‘If I had any 
reason in signs or tho like I’d think 
they meant for us to up and run.’ But 
we stuck at it, and as luck had it the 
wind went dowm that night, 
and wre 
got the boat well in and made every­ 
thing snug. 
I reckon there was about 
an acre of room on tho rock at flood 
tide—room an’ to spare, we thought. 
Well, that night we turned to and 
killed over fifty sea lions; a-creepin’ 
up to them on the rock and killin’ 
with a club, 
as they uster sea-ele- 
phants around here twenty or thirty 
years ago. 
The next day we spent af 
skinnin’ and tryin’ out, and at sun­ 
down Jack says: 
‘It looks heavy. 
mate,’ and so it did; big bunches of 
lead-like clouds was a-bowlin’ in so 
fast that they actually fell over each 
other and got all mixed up, and then 
something kind of 
queer—tho sea 
lions let up. and you couldn't hear a 
sound save the slash o/th o waves. 
Ii 
looked bad and heavy, and if the old 
rock had o’ had any sail to’I, I’d had 
’em in, short commons an' topmast- 
housed for that matter. 
Well, night 
comes 
on 
black as your 
hat, 
and 
we 
stowed 
ourselves 
away in the boat, 
foelin’ 
lonesome 
like enough. 
I reckon it was nigh or, 
to eight bells when I wakes up anc 
finds Jack a-hangin’ on to me and wei 
through. 
‘What’s up,’ I sings out, foi 
it 
was 
blowin’ 
that 
hard 
jroi: 
couldn’t hear any thing. 
I never gol 
an answer, for that minute the sea 
struck us, and away 
we went. 
The 
next thing I 
know I was dropped or 
a big sea lion, with my leg clean ovei 
his back and my head down atnonp 
the kelp. 
I see the sea was making 1 
clean breach over the rock, and if the 
tide was rishi' any more my chances 
were poor; but I ain’t one to slip cable 
afore time, so I laid on tho big kelt 
rope. 
I clung to it all I knew. 
The 
next sea was three foot over the rock 
I twisted m yself around so that I fel' 
on another sea lion. 
I see the rock 
must be covered with ’em, and for the 
next two hours I just laid in between 
two big ones, and let 
the waves g( 
over me. and I that cold that I nevei 
could have clung to tho kelp; 
if it 
hadn’t been for the lions I’d have gout 
sure. 
They didn’t seem to notice me. 
just iayin’ low like, once in awhile let­ 
ting out a bark where a big soa would 
come, and that’s all. 
Toward mornin 
I began lo get kind o’ weak, but then 
it began to rain, and 
that kept the 
sea down some, and after awhile it 
lighted up a little, and I see tho curi- 
usest sight I over see. 
It was a-blow- 
in’ big guns an’ u’ awful sea running 
but what broke it off from our rock 
was sea lions. 
If there was one there 
was a million [sailor countin’), 
piled 
up in regular heaps—four an’ five 
deep. 
To the very top of the rock 
where they formed a regular breast­ 
work so I see the waves 
broke uj 
like on 'em, and I only got the 
wash, 
and was lying in a regular living fort 
of sea lions. 
I wasn’t long in seeing 
J at',k, and he clambered over the crit- 
ters an’ jilted me, an’ says like as ii 
he had jest come o’ board: 
‘What 
cheer?’ 
‘None at all,’ says I. 
‘but I 
know one thing,’ says I. ‘if we ever 
get out of this it will be o w n ’ to these 
’ere sea lions.’ 
T ve been a-clingin* tc 
one all night said Jack, ‘an’ they were 
piled up around me four and five deep, 
and sometimes on me; but they saved 
'is and no mistake.’ 
At the next tide 
we took the seas again, and managed 
to keep on by hiding on behind the 
lions; and them critters never offered 
to touch us, and just braced up, takin 
the seas as they come. 
That nigh' 
the sea went down a bit. 
an’ some o 
the sea lions left, and the next day ii 
cleared, the boat and everything was 
gone, and for another day we lived or, 
crabs and a bird jack caught, an’ then 
a boat of eggers from the Forratones 
came along and 
took 
us off. half 
starved, an’ glad enough to get off so 
easy, so yer see Jack an’ me owes 
what there is left of us to sea lions, 
aud so I don’t like to see ’em hurt.”
